PROCEEDINGS. 


Wilmington,  N.  C.,  Nov.  18th,  1858. 

The  Stockholders  of  the  Wilmington  and  Manchester  Rail 
Road  Company,  at  their  eleventh  annual  meeting,  assembled 
in  the  Court  House  this  day,  at  10  o'clock,  A.  M. 

On  motion  of  Wm.  S.  Mullins,  Esq.,  Gen.  S.  R.  Chandler, 
of  Sumter  District,  S.  C,  was  called  to  the  Chair,  and  Dr. 
D.  R.  Gregg,,  of  Marion  District,  S.  C,  Robert  H.  Cowan,  Esq.-, 
and  Wm.  A.  Walker,  of  Wilmington,  N.  C,  were  appointed 
Secretaries. 

On  motion,  the  Secretaries  were  appointed  a  committee  to 
examine  and  verify  proxies,  and  report  the  number  of  shares 
of  stock  represented. 

The  committee  reported  that  there  were  represented  in  per- 
son and  by  proxy  nine  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty 
one  shares,  including  the  States  of  North  and  South  Carolina, 
the  former  represented  by  Hon.  S.  J.  Person,  of  Wilmington, 
and  the  latter  by  Dr.  W.  R.  Johnston,  Gen.  S.  R.  Chandler 
and  B.  F.  Williamson,  Esq.,  which  being  more  than  a  majority 
of  the  whole  stock,  there  was,  therefore.,  a  quorum  present ; 
whereupon  the  Chairman  declared  the  meeting  duly  organized 
and  ready  to  proceed  to  business. 

The  reports  of  the  President  and  Directors  and  General 
Superintendent,  were  read  by  Wm.  S.  Mullins,,  Esq.,  and 
upon  his  motion,  they  were,  together  with  the  accompanying 
documents,  submitted  to  the  Stockholders  as  a  committee  of 
the  whole,  and  made  the  special  order  at  2\  o'clock,  P.  M. 

On  motion  of  Wm.  S.  Mullins,  Esq.,  the  meeting  adjourned 
till  2£  o'clock,  P.  M. 


At  2|  o'clock,  P.  M.,  the  meeting  re-assembled. 

Additional  Stockholders  appeared  in  person  and  by  proxies, 
which  were  properly  verified. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  W.  K.  Johnston,  the  report  of  the  Presi- 
dent and  Directors  was  received,  and  with  the  accompanying 
documents,  was  unanimously  adopted. 

The  following  resolution  was  introduced  by  0.  G-.  Parsley, 
Esq.,  which  after  an  animated  discussion,  and  being  subjected  to 
a  stock  vote,  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  President  and  Directors  of  this  Company 
be  authorized  to  co-operate  with  the  Wilmington  and  Weldon 
Bail  Road  Company  in  the  purchase  of  an  interest  in  the 
Seaboard  and  Roanoke  Rail  Road,  if  in  their  judgment  such  a 
purchase  become  necessary. 

On  motion,  it  was  resolved  to  proceed  to  the  election  of 
President,  and  the  Secretaries  were  appointed  a  committee 
to  manage  the  election  and  count  the  votes. , 

Before  the  vote  was  taken,  Win.  S.  Mullins,  Esq.,  arose 
and  stated  that  he  was  not  a  candidate  for  re-election. 

The  ballot  resulted  in  'he  election  of  Thomas  D.  Walker, 
Esq.,  who.  received  six  thousand  one  hundred  and  forty  votes. 

On  motion,  the  Stockholders  then  proceeded  to  ballot  for 
ten  Directors,  which  resulted  in  the  election  of  the  following 
gentlemen  : 

Jno.  Dawson,  Henry  Nutt,  N.  N.  Nixon,  Jno.  A.  Taylor, 
Alfred  Smith,  E.  W.  Charles,  J.  Eli  Gregg,  Geo.  I.  W.  McCall, 
John  B.  Moore,  and  M.  P.  Mayes. 

The  following  resolution,  offered  by  Col.  Jno.  McRae,  was 
adopted  unanimously : 

Resolved,  That  the  President  and  Directors  be  instructed  to 
(submit  a  statement  of  the  alleged  defalcation  of  Tyre  J. 
Dinkins,  while  agent  of  this  Company,  to  the  Post  Office  De- 
partment, and  if  found  true,  they  be  requested  to  withdraw 
liim  from  the  Road. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  A.  J.  DeRosset,  jr., 

Resolved,  That  the   President  and  Directors  be  instructed 
to  apply  to  the  Legislatures  of  North  and  South  Carolina  for 
such  amendment  of   the  Charter  of  this  Company  as  will    • 
authorize  the  issue  of  preferred  or  guarantied  stock,  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  on  the 

— . 
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principle  and  for  the  purposes  as  set  forth  in  the  report  of  the 
President  to  the  meeting  of  Stockholders  in  November,  18  51, 
and  concurred  in  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  said  meeting  '■> — 
and  that  the  powers  and  authority  in  reference  to  the  same, 
conferred  on  the  Board  of  Directors  by  said  meeting,  be  and 
are  hereby  continued  in  full  force. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  A.  J.  DeRosset,  jr., 

Resolved,  That  the  President  and  Directors  be  authorized 
to  pledge  the  shares  of  the  Capital  Stock  of  the  Wilmington 
and  Weldon  Rail  Eoad  Company  owned  by  this  Company, 
for  any  loan  they  may  find  it  necessary  to  make  for  meeting 
the  liabilities  of  the  Company,  falling  due  during  the  present 
fiscal  year. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Jno.  D.  Bellamy, 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  meeting  are  hereby  ten- 
dered to  Wm.  S.  Mullins,  Esq.,  our  worthy  ex-President,  for 
the  uniform  courtesy  and  ability  with  which  he  has  presided 
over  the  affairs  of  this  Company  ;  and  that  we  proffer  to  him- 
self and  family  a  free  ticket  over  our  Road. 

Mr.  Mullins  thanked  the  Convention  for  the  compliment, 
and  acknowledged  the  same  in  suitable  terms. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Jno.  M.  Timmons, 

Resolved,  That  the  next  annual  meeting  of  this  Company 
be  held  in  the  town  of  Wilmington,  N.  C,  on  Thursday  after 
the  third  Monday  in  November  next. 

The  Rev.  Jno.  M.  Timmons,  Geo.  R.  French  and  Wm.  R. 
Utley,  Esqs.,  were  appointed  a  Committee  to  audit  the  accounts 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  Secretaries  were  appointed  a  Committee  to  superintend 
the  printing  of  the  Reports  and  Proceedings  of  this  meeting. 

On  motion  the  thanks  of  the  meeting  were  tendered  to  the 
Chairman  and  Secretaries,  and  the  meeting  adjourned.

PRESIDENT  AND  DIRECTORS'  REPORT. 


President's  Office,  W.  &  M.  E.  E.  Co. 
Wilmington,  N.'C.,  Nov.  16th,  1858. 
To  the  Stockholders  of  the  W.  &  M.  R.  R.  Co.: 

The  President  and  Board  of  Directors  beg  leave  to  submit 
to  the  Stockholders  the  Eleventh  Annual  Report  upon  the 
affairs  and  condition  of  the  Company : 

The  Report  of  the  General  Superintendent,  and  the  tables 
and  statements  thereto  appended,  furnish  full  information  in 
relation  to  the  business  done  during  the  year,  the  receipts  and 
expenditures,  and  the  present  condition  of  our  finances.  The 
gross  receipts  have  been  as  follows  : 

Through  travel, $139,813  74 

Way  "      70,697  05 

Up  Freights  and  minor  sources, 43,289  32 

Down     «       85,641  63 

Mails, 42,750  00 

Total, $382,191  74 

This  is  a  decrease  of  receipts  from  those  of  the  previous 
year  of  $80,324  18. 

From  the  receipts  of  the  previous  year,  however,  ought  to 
be  deducted  $7,700,  the  amounts  received  from  sale  of  old  iron 
and  the  transportation  of  iron  for  the  North  Eastern  Rail 
Eoad,  which  reduces  the  deficiency  of  this  year  to  $72,624  18. 
The  falling  off  occurs  mainly  in  the  receipts  from  through 
travel  :  for,  it  is  worthy  of  remark,  that  though  there  is  a 
decrease  in  freight  receipts,  a  close  inspection  shows  that  we 
have  carried  both  to  Wilmington  and  to  Charleston  a  larger 
amount  of  the  productions  of  the  country  than  during  the 
previous  year  by  several  thousand  dollars.  It  is  not,  there- 
fore, that  the  productive  energy  of  our  people  has  abated,  or 
their  resources  have  diminished,  but  that  they  have  been 
economizing,  and  have  imported  less  for  their  consumption. — 
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Such  an  exhibit  proves  the  actual  prosperity  of  our  section  of 
country,  and  is  the  best  token  of  our  future  success.  For  those 
to  -whom  you  entrust  the  management  of  the  Road,  should 
never  forget  that  its  interests  are  identified  with  those  of  the 
community  through  which  it  runs,  and  that  as  wealth  increases 
our  revenue  must  enlarge. 

The  causes  which  have  diminished  our  through  travel  are 
stated  clearly  and  forcibly  in  the  Report  of  the  Superinten- 
dent, and  it  is  not  intended  to  repeat  here  the  views  expressed 
by  him.  But  it  is  our  duty  to  express  our  conviction  that 
there  is  nothing  in  this  result  to  create  alarm  or  distrust  <as  to 
the  future  prospects  of  our  Road.  The  competition  from  the 
Route  through  East  Tennessee  and  Virginia,  when  that  line 
should  be  completed,  has  always  been  expected  to  take  from 
us  some  travel,  and  the  subject  has  been  several  times  alluded 
to  in  previous  Reports  from  this  office.  Conjectures  as  to  the 
result  could  only  be  offered  hitherto,  and  even  now,  the  dis- 
advantages under  which  our  line  has  labored  since  the 
opening  of  that  Route,  prevent  us  from  forming  any  certain 
judgment  of  the  amount  of  travel  we  should  have  lost  if 
there  had  been  a  fair  field  between  us.  Just  as  the  compe- 
tition began,  the  through  ticket  from  Wilmington  to  New 
York  was  broken  up  by  certain  Rail  Road  Companies  in 
Virginia,  and  the  traveler  by  our  line  had  to  purchase  several 
tickets  at  advanced  prices.  By  the  other  line,  tickets  from 
New  York  to  Montgomery  were  put  in  operation  at  a  consid- 
erable reduction  from  our  fares.  It  is  unavailing  now  to 
express  regret  that  so  unfortunate  a  step  was  taken,  and  we 
content  ourselves  with  stating  our  confident  hope,  that 
whenever  the  Route  from  Atlanta  to  Baltimore,  over  our  line, 
can  offer  to  the  traveler  through  tickets  at  the  same  price  as 
by  the  Western  line,  and  give  the  same  facilities  for  checking 
baggage  to  remote  points,  we  shall  command  a  fair  share  of 
the  travel.  During  the  Winter,  ours  will  always  be  the 
favorite  Route,  and  its  straight  lines  and  light  grades  will 
always  commend  themselves  to  the  thoughtful  traveler,  on 
account  of  their  lesser  liability  to  dangerous  accidents.  Our 
exertions  to  establish  such    tickets    have  been  earnest  and 


unremitting,  and  though  they  have  unhappily  failed  of  success, 
negotiations  are  still  pending.  NQr  can  we  believe  that  such 
a  condition  of  things  as  aow  exists  will  be  allowed  to  continue 
long.  The  immense  amount  of  capital  invested  in  the  various 
Roads  interested,  will,  in  the  merest  self-defence,  find  some 
way  to  establish  the  desired  tickets.  Even  now  there  is  a 
scheme  on  foot  for  the  purchase  of  a  controlling  interest  in 
the  Seaboard  Eoad  by  the  Wilmington  &  Weldon  Rail  Road 
Company.  This  would  give  our  line  the  command  of  one  route 
through  Virginia  to  New  York.  But  if  this  opinion  prove 
unfounded  ;  if  the  scheme  of  purchase  alluded  to  proves 
abortive  ;  if  the  Roads  North  of  us,  by  whose  action  the  old 
ticket  was  broken  up,  adhere  to  their  policy,  and  we  are  per- 
manently restricted  to  the  present  arrangements,  even  then 
our  Road,  under  proper  management,  will  be  able  to  maintain 
itself.  A  change  of  policy  will,  indeed,  be  forced  upon  us. — 
By  diminishing  the  number  of  our  fast  trains,  and  making 
every  effort  to  reduce  our  expenditures,  a  nett  revenue,  equal 
to  that  of  any  previous  year,  could  be  derived,  while  we  could 
thus  better  foster  our  local  business,  and  more  speedily  devel- 
ope  those  resources  of  which  no  adverse  interest  can  ever  deprive 
us.  We  could  this  year  have  done  a  business  which  would  have 
increased  our  receipts  nearly  one  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
with  scarcely  any  increase  of  expenditures.  The  seaboard 
travel  must  be  ours  ;  with  that,  and  our  home  business,  a  nett 
revenue  can  be  obtained  that  will  enable  us  to  pay  a  dividend, 
as  soon  as  our  shops  and  other  necessary  station  buildings  are 
completed. 

The  shops  of  the  Company  are  now  building,  and  reasona- 
ble progress  is  made  by  the  contractors.  No  one,  who  is  not 
familiar  with  our  yard,  can  tell  how  much  their  speedy  com- 
pletion is  called  for  by  the  necessities  of  our  service,  and  at 
what  great  disadvantage  our  operations  are  carried  on  without 
them. 

The  expenditure  for  cross-ties,  and  bridge  and  trestle  tim- 
ber during  the  year  has  been  large,  but  our  true  policy  is  to 
keep  the  Road,  at  all  times,  in  the  best  order  ;  and,  if  from 
any  false  views  of  economy,  or  a  desire  to  delude  you  with 
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fallacious  exhibits  of  diminished  expenditure,  we  should  fail 
to  secure  this,  it  would  be,  on  our  part,  a  gross  neglect  or  be- 
trayal of  your  interests.  No  stockholder,  who  is  acquainted 
with  the  present  condition  of  the  Road,  will  doubt  that  it  well 
repays  the  outlay  that  has  been  necessary  to  make  it  such  as  it 
is,  and  it  should  be  your  fixed  policy  to  rigidly  require  im- 
provement rather  than  the  slightest  deterioration. 

Included  in  the  expenditures  of  this  year  you  will  find  the 
purchase  money  of  the  "  Savage  tract  "  of  land,  amounting 
to  upwards  of  ten  thousand  dollars.  The  bargain  for  this 
land  was  made  during  a  previous  year,  but  the  transfer  of 
title  was  not  completed. 

By  a  resolution  of  the  Stockholders,  at  the  last  annual 
meeting,  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors  were  author- 
ized to  issue  three  thousand  additional  shares  of  stock  of  this 
Company;  said  stock  to  be  sold  at  par,  and  guaranteed  to  bear 
eight  per  cent,  interest ;  provided,  that  after  consultation  with 
such  counsel  as  the  Board  should  select,  they  should  deem  the 
same  consistent  with  the  charter. 

The  subject  matter  was  accordingly  submitted  to  Geo.  Davis, 
Esq.,  the  Attorney  of  the  Company  at  Wilmington,  who  filed 
with  the  Board,  his  written  opinion,  declaring  that  such  issue 
would  be  in  direct  conflict  with  the  charter  of  the  Company, 
and  that  one  Stockholder,  who  desired  to  do  so,  could  prevent 
such  issue  of  stock  by  injunction  ;  that  it  was,  moreover,  in 
conflict  with  the  Act  of  the  South  Carolina  Legislature  ma- 
king a  subscription  to  the  Capital  Stock  of  this  Company. — 
Under  this  view  of  the  case  from  their  counsel,  the  Board  de- 
clined to  take  any  further  action  in  the  matter. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT. 


Office  G-en'l.  Superintendent,  W.  &  M.  R.  R.  Co., 
Wilmington,  N.  C,  Oct.  1st.,  1858. 

Wm.  S.  Mullins,  Esq.,  President  W.  &  M.  E.  B. 

Sir: — The  following  report  of  the  operations  of  your  Road 
for  the  past  fiscal  year,  and  its  present  condition  and  prospects, 
is  respectfully  submitted : 

A  diminution  in  receipts  as  compared  with  the  previous  year 
will  be  observed ;  and,  whilst  it  is  deemed  unnecessary  to  dwell 
upon  the  causes  which  have  operated  to  bring  about  this  re- 
sult, I  will  briefly  allude  to  them  as  matters  worthy  of  record, 
that  the  experience  of  the  past  may  direct  us  in  the  future 
operations  of  the  Road. 

Coincident  with  the  opening  of  the  year  commenced  finan- 
cial embarrassments  and  commercial  revulsions,  unprecedented 
in  the  history  of  the  country,  spreading  ruin  and  desolation 
broadcast  over  the  land.  Every  interest,  of  whatever  kind, 
encountered  serious  drawbacks  and  disaster — none  more  so 
than  Rail  Roads.  Trade  and  travel  became  deranged  and 
paralyzed,  and  business  enterprise  received  a  check  from  which 
it  could  recover  only  in  long  time  and  by  slow  degrees. 

The  Western  end  of  your  Road  found  at  the  same  time  a 
new  competitor  for  its  trade,  by  the  completion  of  the  "  North 
Eastern  Rail  Road."  Its  opening  afforded  new  facilities  to 
shippers,  and  more  direct  communication  with  Charleston. — 
The  transportation  of  cotton  to  market,  and  the  importation 
of  goods  to  the  interior  had  now  to  be  shared,  to  some  extent, 
by  the  new  road,-  and  the  coastwise  travel  was  diverted  at 
Florence,  the  point  of  junction. 


Early  in  the  Spring,  the  long  anticipated  rivalry  with  the 
East  Tennessee  and  Virginia  Eail  Road,  connecting  by  a  new 
and  independent  Rail  Road  line  the  Northern  with  Southern 
and  Southwestern  cities,  was  realized;  and  simultaneously  with 
the  commencement  of  active  operations  on  that  line,  through 
tickets  were  made  at  greatly  reduced  fares,  and  increased  ac- 
commodations afforded  by  the  several  lines  of  steamers  from 
Savannah  and  Charleston  to  the  North.  On  every  side  your 
Road  met  with  the  most  active  and  spirited  competition. — 
Time  was  shortened  and  fares  reduced,  and  the  most  extensive 
system  of  soliciting  for  travel  resorted  to  against  the  old  line. 
Connected  with  this,  and  more  to  be  feared  and  deprecated 
than  all  the  other  influences  combined,  was  the  entire  disrup- 
tion of  the  old  established  through  ticket  arrangement  between 
Wilmington  and  the  Northern  cities — and  increasing  fares 
some  20  per  cent.  That  the  action  of  Roads  North  of  us, 
upon  a  subject  at  all  times  so  delicate  and  difficult  to  manage, 
should  have  been  so  extremely  ill-timed,  is  to  be  deeply  regret- 
ted, creating  as  it  did  a  serious  barrier  to  travel,  and  a  new 
prejudice  to  the  line.  It  was  not  unnoticed  by  the  opposing 
lines,  but  made  to  turn  to  their  advantage. 

Never,  perhaps,  in  the  annals  of  Rail  Road  enterprise  has 
such  a  combination  of  untoward  circumstances,  well  calcula- 
ted to  evoke  the  direst  results,  been  known,  as  those  with 
which  your  Road  has  been  surrounded  during  the  last  twelve 
months. 

Giving  to  each  of  these  causes  due  weight,  it  will  be  clearly 
understood  to  what  extent  the  interests  of  your  Road  were 
likely  to  be  injuriously  affected,  and  diminished  receipts  ensue. 

It  should  be  a  source  of  especial  gratification  to  know  that 
the  work  has  so  well  sustained  itself,  amid  circumstances  so 
adverse  and  threatening,  and  to  draw  from  it  the  pleasing 
conviction  that  it  has  passed  safely  through  its  gloomiest  pe- 
riod. Henceforth  we  may  look  with  renewed  and  strengthened 
hopes  to  its  steady  progress  and  ultimate  triumph.  That  its 
former  passenger  business  will  be  restored,  nay,  even  increased, 
is  beyond  question.  The  general  Rail  Road  system  with 
which  it  connects  itself,  North  and  South,  together  with  its 


signally  favored  location  and  total  exemption  from  those  em- 
barrassments which  (in  winter  especially)  attach  to  the  op- 
erations of  mountain  or  interior  Roads,  as  also  to  sea  travel, 
furnish  the  strongest  grounds  upon  which  to  rest  these  conclu- 
sions. The  extensive  chain  of  Seaboard  Roads,  with  which  it 
is  identified,  is  daily  stretching  out  and  approaching  rapidly 
its  final  completion.  In  the  consummation  of  this  scheme, 
which  is  to  connect  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  with  all  the  Atlantic 
cities,  by  almost  an  air  line  Road,  you  will  be  placed  in  pos- 
session of  an  important  and  legitimate  passenger  business, 
which  nothing  but  unwise  State  legislation  can  ever  disturb. 
The  Alabama  and  Pensacola  Rail  Road  running  South  from 
Montgomery  is  under  active  prosecution,  and  already  over  fifty 
miles  are  completed  and  in  operation.  It  is  confidently  ex- 
pected, in  the  course  of  the  winter,  to  shorten  the  time  between 
Montgomery  and  Mobile  some  twelve  hours.  Propositions 
have  already  been  made  for  new  and  improved  schedules,  by 
which  the  mails  may  be  accelerated  half  a  day  between 
Washington  and  Montgomery,  and  in  convention  of  the  sev- 
eral Companies,  expected  shortly  to  assemble,  it  is  believed  this 
matter  will  be  favorably  acted  upon.  With  this  increased 
expedition,  and  the  greater  certainty  of  transit  afforded  by 
the  Pensacola  Road,  travel  will  be  stimulated  and  directed 
over  your  line. 

Abstracts  marked  A.  and  B.  furnish  you  in  detail  the  re- 
ceipts of  the  Road  and  their  several  sources,  which  may  be 
summed  up  as  follows  :

From  this  it  will  be  seen  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  re- 
ceipts from  through  travel  of  $63,314  17.  Increase  from  way 
travel  equal  to  $2,319  77.  Decrease  in  up  freight  and  minor 
sources  of  $14,333  34.  And,  decrease  from  down  freights 
equal  to  $4,996  44.  Making  total  falling  off,  as  compared 
with  last  year,  of  $80,324  18. 

It  is  proper  to  state,  that  last  year  the  receipts  from  up 
freights  and  minor  sources  were  swelled  by  the  transportation 
of  iron  for  the  completion  of  the  North  Eastern  Rail  Road, 
amounting  to  $2,700,  and  the  sale  of  old  scrap  iron  to  the 
amount  of  some  $5,000.  Deducting  these  two  items  which 
do  not  legitimately  belong  to  the  business  of  the  road,  and 
the  real  decrease  under  this  head  will  be  $6,633  34. 

The  decrease  in  receipts  from  down  freights  is  not  so  large 
as  might  reasonably  have  been  expected,  after  the  opening  of 
the  North  Eastern  Road,  especially  in  view  of  the  continued 
short  cotton  crops. 

In  reviewing  the  expenditures,  it  is  proper  to  state  that  the 
same  mileage  has  been  performed  by  the  trains  as  during  the 
past  year,  and  with  an  equal  amount  of  Rolling  Stock  in  ac- 
tive service.  The  revenue  from  the  several  trains  might  have 
reached,  or  even  exceeded,  the  figures  of  the  preceding  year, 
without  adding  appreciably  to  the  cost  of  operating.  The 
operations  of  your  Road  are  in  their  sixth  year,  and  the  decay 
of  materials  in  track,  bridges  and  trestles,  and  the  deteiora- 
tion  of  stock,  naturally  demanded  a  liberal  outlay  for  their 
proper  support.  It  has  been  my  endeavor,  and  the  true  policy 
of  your  Company  requires,  not  only  that  the  Road  and  its 


stock  be  kept  in  good  order,  but  gradually  improved  year  by 
year.  Apart  from  the  claims  of  the  traveling  public,  for  per- 
fect security  against  accident,  and  punctual  transit  over  the 
road,  a  certain  degree  of  permanency  may  be  attained,  by 
which  the  cost  of  operating  will  be  reduced. 

The  roadway,  track,  bridges  and  trestles  have  received 
more  than  ordinary  care  and  attention,  the  good  results  of 
which  are  to  be  attested  by  the  unusual  freedom  from  acci- 
dents. 

Some  84,000  new  cross  ties  have  been  put  in,  and  the  track 
raised  up  to  the  surface  of  the  ground.  In  this  latter  partic- 
ular the  track  has  been  greatly  benefitted,  ensuring  greater 
durability  in  both  iron  and  timbers,  and  imparting  to  it  great- 
er elasticity,  and  consequent  ease  of  motion  to  the  trains. — 
Less  dust  and  mud  are  occasioned  to  annoy  passengers  and 
injure  the  machinery.  It  will  be  necessary  to  continue  the 
removal  of  timbers  the  present  year,  after  which,  however, 
but  little  will  be  needed  to  keep  the  track  in  best  possible 
condition  for  several  years. 

Early  in  the  Spring,  100  tons  of  new  rails  were  purchased 
with  the  view  of  extending  the  turnout  accommodations. — 
This  has  been  used  in  connection  with  the  Phoenix  rolled  chair 
for  relaying  a  portion  of  Big  Creek,  the  trestle  through  which 
was  filled  last  fall .  The  rail  taken  from  main  track  will  be 
made  use  of,  as  equally  serviceable  in  sidings. 

Nearly  500,000  feet  of  timber,  besides  some  18,000  sew  ties, 
have  been  used  in  repairs  of  trestle  and  bridge  abuttments. — 
Brunswick  Draw  has  been  renewed  in  part,  and  the  Draw  at 
Alligator  Bridge  rebuilt  throughout. 

The  work  of  filling  trestles  has  steadily  progressed  with 
one  small  force  and  dirt  train,  as  in  the  previous  year.  Toby's 
Creek,  Hood's  Creek,  a  portion  of  Eagle's  Island,  and  some 
minor  openings  have  been  filled  during  the  year.  In  the 
course  of  the  ensuing  Spring,  Porter  Swamp  and  White  Marsh 
will  be  filled. 

In  the  Locomotive  Department  extensive  repairs  have  been 
continued,  and  noticeable  improvements  made  in  the  old  stock. 
By  reference  to  the  "  Locomotive  Table  "  it  will  be  seen  that 


a  larger  number  of  Engines  are  in  efficient  working  order 
than  at  the  date  of  last  report.  New  Tenders  with  Trucks 
have  been  built  and  attached  to  all  the  old  Passenger  and 
most  of  the  Freight  Engines.  These  changes  have  materially- 
lessened  the  liability  of  trains  to  accident,  and  ensured  great- 
er regularity  in  their  running.  One  new  Engine  from  the 
shops  of  Messrs.  Baldwin  &  Co.  has  been  purchased  during 
the  year,  and,  as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  table,  has 
performed  good  and  economical  service. 

No  additional  outlay  of  this  kind  will  be  needed  the  next 
year.  A  gratifying  decrease  in  the  expenditures  of  the  Lo- 
comotive Department  will  be  observable,  and  it  is  believed  the 
next  year's  accounts  can  be  made  to  show  even  more  favorably, 
if  the  new  shops  can  be  occupied  by  mid-winter. 

Ten  new  flat  cars  for  freight,  two  large  mail  and  baggage 
cars  have  been  built,  and  five  passenger  coaches  re-built  in 
your  shops  the  past  year. 

In  this  department  there  is  still  some  deficiency,  especially 
in  freight  stock,  but  the  materials  are  on  hand  and  the  work 
well  under  way  for  a  few  additional  cars ;  and  no  heavy  out- 
lay is  anticipated.  The  active  rivalry  on  every  hand,  howev- 
er, demands  that  no  pains  or  ordinary  expense  should  be 
spared  to  adopt  any  improvement  calculated  to  promote  the 
comfort  of  passengers,  and  to  secure  popular  favor  with  the 
traveling  community. 

Under  the  head  of  Construction  there  has  been  expended 
$34,1$£  04,  included  in  which  are  the  following  items,  viz  :  for 
Savage  tract  of  land  and  unexpired  lease,  $10,500.  Founda- 
tion for  shops  and  materials  for  building,  $8,957.  Warehouse 
at  Lynchburg,  Water  Stations  at  Marion,  Lynchburg,  Sum- 
ter and  Mayesville,  $5, 751;  and  old  accounts  graduation^  right 
of  way,  &c.,  $1,740  11.  The  Warehouse  and  Water  Station 
at  Lynchburg,  referred  to  in  my  last  report,  were  finished  early 
last  Spring.  The  principal  tank  and  wood  houses  at  other 
points  have  been  completed,  and  add  greatly  to  the  conven- 
ience of  the  trains. 

Contracts  for  Materials  and  the  erection  of  Shops  were  made 
last  Spring.     About  half  the  brick  work  has  been  completed, 


and  it  is  hoped  the  walls  will  he  so  far  advanced  hefore  free- 
zing weather  as  to  permit  roofing  in  the  Machine,  Blacksmith 
and  Boiler  Shops,  and  securing  their  occupancy  the  coming 
winter. 

The  foundation  for  Engine  Rotunda,  adjoining  Machine 
Shop,  should  he  commenced  as  soon  after  the  removal  of  the 
old  Shop  and  Sheds  as  possible,  in  order  to  secure  the  comple- 
tion of  the  building  next  year.  The  Car  and  wood  Shops  can 
be  finished  the  coming  Spring.  The  Shafting  for  Shops,  and 
some  additional  Machinist's  Tools  have  been  engaged,  and  ne- 
gotiations are  pending  for  the  Stationary  Engine  necessary  to 
drive  them. 

Under  the  head  of  Ferry  Account,  a  gratifying  decrease  in 
expenditures  has  been  made,  as  compared  with  the  previous 
year.  This  account,  however,  is  swelled  this  year  some  $3,300 
by  settlement  of  F.  Gibson's  old  claim  for  ferrying  at  Great 
Pee  Dee  River,  prior  to  completion  of  the  Bridge  at  that 
point.  Against  this  there  was  a  similar  expenditure  the  last 
year  for  repairs  of  steamboat  Champion. 

I  have  to  report  the  loss,  by  fire,  of  this  boat  the  last  winter 
— supposed  to  be  the  work  of  an  incendiary. 

Increased  economy  will  be  noticed  in  the  use  of  wood.  This 
item  has  been  reduced  10  per  cent,  from  that  of  the  previous 
year ;  and  in  this  connection  I  will  state,  that  the  wood  ac- 
counts are  almost  without  exception  closed  up,  a  virtual  cash 
system  having  been  adopted  in  this  department. 

The  operations  of  the  Road  in  the  Transportation  depart- 
ment, have  been  conducted  with  unusual  regularity  and  free- 
dom from  accident.  No  passenger  has  received  any  injury  to 
person,  and  but  few  mail  failures  have  occurred. 

The  account  of  Loss  and  Damage  has  been  increased  $1,400 
by  the  accidental  burning  of  five  freight  cars,  in  June  last. 

An  arrangement  has  been  made  by  which  it  is  thought  the 
up  freighting  business  will  be  advanced,  and  the  interest  of 
shippers  promoted.  The  Company  assumes  to  forward  freights 
to  the  interior  free  of  extra  charge,  and  to  pay*marine  and 
back  charges,  and  collect  at  point  of  destination.     The  usual 


expenses  incident  to   transhipment  and  forwarding  will  thus 
"be  saved  to  shippers. 

Whilst  the  system  is  to  some  degree  objectionable,  as  likely 
to  entail  additional  responsibilities  and  expenses,  it  has  been 
deemed  advisable,  in  order  to  place  your  Road  in  a  proper  de- 
fensive position  with  regard  to  competing  lines. 

My  acknowledgments  and  thanks  are  again  due  to  the  officers 
and  employees  for  their  cheerful  and  efficient  aid.  Their  gen- 
eral devotion  to  the  interests  of  your  Eoad  merits  high  appro- 
bation.

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AUDITING  COMMITTEE'S  REPORT. 


The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Annual  Meeting  of 
the  Stockholders  of  the  Wilmington  and  Manchester  Eail  Road 
Company,  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Company  for  the  ensu- 
ing year,  beg  leave  to  make  the  following  report : 

We  have  carefully  examined  the  Books  and  Accounts  of 
the  Company,  and  compared  the  vouchers  with  the  entries 
made,  and  find  them  correct ;  and  take  pleasure  in  stating 
that  the  hooks  are  properly  kept.  In  some  of  the  hills  paid 
we  noticed  that  the  blank  receipt  at  the  bottom  of  the  bill  was 
not  filled  up  when  the  bill  was  paid  :  and  we  think  the  amount 
in  writing,  and  date  of  payment,  should  be  inserted. 

During  the  past  year  many  accounts  of  long  standing 
against  the  Company  have  been  settled  ;  the  principal  one  of 
which  was  that  of  the  South  Carolina  Eail  Road  Company, 
amounting  to  $20,165  10,  which  was  a  running  account  from 
December,  1854,  to  1st  January,  1858.  Other  claims  were 
presented  to  the  Company  for  payment,  for  which  there  was 
no  written  contract  upon  the  Company's  books,  whereby  they 
could  ascertain  the  cor  rectness  of  them,  viz  :  one  for  $1,870^ 
running  from  November,  1854,  to  1st  December,  1856  :  anoth- 
er for  $738  35,  running  from  January  15th.  1855,  to  January 
1st,  1857.  Also,  one  of  S.  F.  Gibson's,  amounting  to  $4,447  93, 
for  ferriages  and  transportation  of  mails  across  the  Pee  Dee 
River  during  the  year  1853,  which  it  appears  was  settled  by 
arbitration,  May  4th,  1858.
